DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO by Buffy Heywood 
As there is ne issue next month, I am including December and January entries from 
the diaries af the Rev Cotton Risley, Frem the account of his return from London 
we can see that it then took a whele day to complete the journey, 

11TH DECEMBER - Two strelling players wanted perinission to perform in the Town for 
Zar 3 nights - I refused their request as far as I was concerned, 

STH DECEMBER - Paid Mr Clark, schoolmaster, his half year's stipend, £12-10-0d, 
20TH DECEMBER - Left Oxford for London by the first railway train in the morning 
at & o'clock and arrived there by 12, West to Ibbotsens Hotel and from thence to 
fetch the boys ¢Holfoard and Willy) from Hammersmith by an omnibus, Took them in a 
Hackney coach to meet their sister by one of the Brighton coaches which arrived at 
the Globe Tavern, Baker Street, at half past 4 o'clock with cur dearest Betsy and 
athers of her school fellows safe and scund, We all dined and slept at Ibboatsons - 
and were very happy and comfortable together, 
21ST DECEMBER - We went shopping together and paying bills all day, I licnised the 
children over the House of Lords and Westminster Abbey Che meant ‘showed them the 
sights'), we dined and slept again at [bbotsons, 
22ND DECEMBER - We left for the Paddington Station at half past nine o'clack to 
proceed to Oxford where we arrived at about half past one a‘clock, We left the 
Star Inn at about two in a coach and pair for Deddington where we arrived safe and 
sound at 4 o'clock or scon after to the great delight af Mama and Ann Harwood, 
ZBRD DECEMBER - Went to the farmhouse to superintend the killing of 6 sheep to be 
given away to the poor of Deddington, Cliften and Hempton tomorrow, 

&TH JANUARY - The little Turners and Miss Churchills aver the way cane and spent 3 
or 4 hours here ta partake of some cf cur children's "twelfth" cake which their 
Aunt Cotton as usual had most kindly sent them, My poor carter, Ford, slipped off 

a ladder going up to the hayloft and broke the small bone of his leg and otherwise 
injured his ankle on Tuesday evening, the 4th, a famous bonesetter from Epwell 
named Matthews came and set it for him today and found him going on well, 
7TH JANUARY - Susan, myself, Betsy, Holford and Willy went to dine at the Willes 
at Astrop to make up a party to celebrate the birthday of their eldest little girl 
who was 7 years ald, The thing passed off pleasantly especially ta the younger 
folks who were highly delighted - they were entertained with music and dancing and 
a magic lantern etc, We did not reach home before one o'clock in the morning,
